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This is a decision on the petition filed on 26 July, 201 1 , pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 . 1 83 and 
§3.8 1(b) to correct, inter alia, the name of the assignee on the fi-ont page of the above-identified 
patent by way of a certificate of correction under 37 C.F.R. §1.323. 



Petitioner avers recordation of assignment in the instant application (Application No.

1 . 1 7(1) of this chapter is submitted after the date of payment of the issue 
fee, but prior to issuance of the patent, provided the assignment has been 
previously recorded in the Office . If the assignment has not been 
previously recorded, the request should be accompanied by the assignment 
and either a direction to record the assignment in the Office pursuant to 
§3.28, or a statement under §3. 73(b). 

(c) Partial assignees, 

*** 

(2) If multiple assignees hold the entire right, title, and 
interest to the exclusion of all the inventors, the patent may 
issue in the names of the multiple assignees. (Emphasis 
supplied,) 

The commentary at MPEP §1481.01 provides that: 

*** 

1481.01 Correction of Assignees* Names [R-3 ] 

*♦* 

Any request for the issuance of an application in the name of the assignee 
submitted after the date of payment of the issue fee *** must : 

(A) state that the assignment was submitted for recordation as set 
forth in 37 C.F.R. §3.1 1 before issuance of the patent; 

(B) include a request for a certificate of correction under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.323 along with the fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.20(a); and 

(C) include the processing fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. §1.17(i). 
See 37 C.F.R. §3.8 1(b). 

Petitioner has submitted a form for correction, but appears that Petitioner has not satisfied the 
requirement that the recordation predate issue.
